In both in- 
stances the wounds were inflicted by 
pistols and both were negroes shot 
by negroes. ; 

The negro phase of the pistol cases 
is regarded by the police as the most 
serious and the most likely to cause 
trouble. Nearly nine-tenths of those 
beund over were negroes and of the 
twenty-three carried to the jail early 
Tuesday no less than twenty were 
negroes. 

Reserve Cartridges in Pocket.

New Pistei Law.

This fact just 
doubled the cases, for thirteen were 
bound over for “carrying a pistol with- 
out a license,” while the other thirteen 
were bound over for “carrying conceal- 
ed weapons.” 

“lInder this new law the police are 
to arrest every man whom they sce 
earrying a pistol, unless he has a state 
“Vieense,” said Chief Jett last night, 
“end this reason has caused a great 
increase in the number of cases. Under 
the new law, only a responsible person 
can carry a ‘weapon, as Only a fre- 
sponsible person can secure 4 license. 

“Another thing I think has increased 
the number of arrests for pistols this 
year over last is the fact that severa! 
weeks before Christmas in 1910, when 
the law had just gone into effect, all 
the newspapers carried stories about 
the new law, and how it was going to 
catch a great many people. It put them 
on their guard, and saved a lot of 
trouble. 

Had Forgotten the Law. 

“This year many of them seem to 
have forgotten the law, and when the 
holidays came carried their pistol with- 
out thinking. The result was doubling 
the arrests, and, of course, it’s.up to 
us to enforce*the law, as we have al- 
ways done.” 

One of the humorous features of the 
great nuriber of state pistol cases in 
court Tuesday happened just before 
the afternoon seasion was called, when 
Clerk Preston looked at his ink- 
stand. 

“Well, I'm glad to see that negro 
coming,” he said, as a delivery boy 
pushed his way through the crowd.

Contract Providing for Com- 
bine to Control Meat Indus- 
try Presented to Jury—The 
Packers Make Plea for Im- 
munity, But It Fails. 


Chicago, December 26,——-Details of the 
plan for a $600,000,000 merger of the 
Armour, Swift and Morris interests in 
1902, by which the government con- 
tends it was sought to control the meat 
industry of the country, were revealed 
today in the trial of the ten Chicago 
packers before United States District 
Judge George A. Carpenter. 

The contract which was dated May 
31, 1902, was read to the jury and of- 
fered in evidence by counsel for the 
government. The original agrement was 
produced in court by Albert H. Veeder, 
attorney for Swift @& Co. who was 
called by the grand jury as its first 
witness. 

Attorney Veeder testified that the 
Plans for the merger was abandoned, 
and that in March, 1903, the National 
Packing Company was organized to op- 
erate certain independent packing com- 
panies purchased with a view to in- 
cluding them in the big company. 

Terms of Agreement, 

Under the terms of the agreement 
the three large packing corporations 
and their subsidiary companies, togeth- 
er with recently acquired independent 
companies, were to be merged into one 
concern. 

Armour, Swift and Morris were tc re- 
ceive bonds and preferred stock of the 
new company in payment for value of 
their tangible property. In addition to 
this, the promoters were to receive 
$25,000,000 worth of the new company’s 
stock for intangible property and a 
large block of common stock for their 
good will, this amount to be fixed by 
the earnings of the different plants 
during the first year of the new 
merger. 

whe promoters planned to borrow 
$90,000,000 to.finance thg corporation. 
The appraised valuation of Armour, 


Swift, Morris and their subsidiary com- 
panies was given at $180,000,000. Bach 


of the three promoters deposited $1,- 
000,000 with a Chicago bank as an evi- 


dence of good faith, but they were 
compelled to drop the plan because of 


the failure of certain New York capi- 
talists to furnish the funds needed. 
Sought Immunity in Vain. 

Previous to Veeder’s testimony the 
defense made an unsuccessful attempt 
to have excluded from the govern- 
ment’s case all transactions prior to 
1905 on the ground that the immunity 
plea which. freed the packers when 
they were indicted seven years ago, 
should apply to that period, Judge 
Carpenter, while reserving his decision 
to give the government time to reply, 
indicated that he would deny the mo- 
tion. Veeder admitted that the pack- 
ers had some sort of an organization 
which met every Tuesday afternoon in 
the Counselman building, Chicago, on 
the same floor with hia law office, and 
that his son, Henry Veeder, acted as 
1901 and 1902. 

He did not know the name of the 
organization, aS it was not on the door 
of the office, and he did not know what 
business was transacted at the meet- 
ings.

Sav- 
age is chargeg with receiving stolen 
money, it being alleged that he cash- 
ed forged checks under,.an assumed 
name. His bond was fixed at $8,000, 
which he had not been able to furnish 
late today. This is the fifth arrest 
in connection with the steel works 
pay roll frauds here, in which the 
steel corporation is alleged to have 
lost $100,000. Three former = time- 
keepers are now serving prison sen- 
tences Yor their part in the frauds.

Arrested in New York 


McConnell, Who Was Once 
Qwner of the Alkahest Mag- 
azine, Says He Shot Wife 
Because She Tried to’ Vilify 
an Innocent Woman. 


New York, December 26,—Andrew 
McConnell, magazine writer and lec- 
turer, was arrested at a reporter's desk 
in The Times office after midnight 
while, it is alleged, he was writing a 
confession of shooting and wounding 
his divorced wife, Mrs. Marion D. Mc- 
Connell, at Ocean Grove, N. J. The 
shooting is said to have occurred late 
Saturday night. 

Saye He Was Forced toe Shoot. 

“I was forced to shoot the woman 
who was my wife. Absolute divorce 
was obtained last spring. Not one 
word was said regarding the divorce 
the night I shot her. She had tried to 
vilify an innocent woman.” 

Beside the typewriter the detective 
found a paper-upon which was written 
in an almost illegible hand: 

“Every person who has helped to 
build my work has been vilified by a 
woman, who is either hopelessly in- 
sane or a designing fiend. Whefi I made 
discovery in the electrical basis of life, 
which (three illegible words) years 
later.” 

The detective said McConnell had am- 
plified his alleged confession by de- 
claring that he shot his wife because 
“she was glways making me believe I 
was insane. She vilified me to differ- 
ent people, and has run my character 
down.” 

McConnell was locked up ona charge 
of felonious assault. He gave his age 
as $7 years, and said he lived in Chi- 
cago. He appears in a biographical 
record as author of a volume of poems, 
a work on organic electricity and an- 
other on scientific mind healing. 

Once Proprietor of Alkahest. 

In 1898 he was proprietor of The Al- 
kahest, a magazine published at At- 
lanta, Ga. He was the founder of a 
consumers’ co-operative union for re- 
ducing the expenses of working men, 
and also established a lyceum system of 
popular and educational entertainments 
in southern towns. For many years he 
made Birmingham, Ala., his home. He 
came to New York in 1908. 

It was said at The Times that McCon- 
nell drifted in there, making inquiry 
as to what he had better do regarding 
stories. that had appeared in local pa- 
pers regarding the shooting of his wife. 
It was suggested that if he were guilty 
he should confess and be arrested, Fe 
agreed to the plan, and was engaged 
on the confession when the detective 
was called. 

It was learned from Ocean Grove 
late last night that Mrs. McConnell's 
wound is in the neck. it is believed 
she is in no great danger. She was 
able to talk, and said she and her hus-| 
band had been separated for several 
years, and that he had been desirous 
of obtaining an absolute divorce in or- 
der to marry again. 

No Denial To Make. 

“T have no denial to make,” said 
Andrew McConnell, the former maga- 
zine editor, when arraigned today as 
a fugitive from New Jersey, where 
he is charged with having shot his 
wife. “Of course I shot my wife, and 
I only came on to get advice and try 
to decide what I should do. It am 
perfectly willing to g0 back without 
making further trouble. The fact is, 
he added with a smile, “I would have 
gone back before they arrested me 
but I did not have the car fare. 

McConnell wept and laughed alter- 
nately while in court and before the

SPECTACULAR FIGHT 
OVER PURE FOOD LAW 


Washington, December 26.—The 
spectacular contest which has been 
waged over the constitutionality of the 
Indiana Pure Food Law of 1907 was 
today transferred to Washington when 
the fight was renewed in the supreme 
court of the United States... The court 
is expected in this case to decide 
whether any state may enact legisla- 
tion regulating food brought ‘into @ 
state from another. 

Attorneys for Marion W. Savage filed 
their brief in a suit to enjoin the 
state chemist from enforcing. the law. 
Savage claimed to be the owner and 
sole proprietor of a business conduct- 
ed under the title of International 
Stock Food Company, manufacturing in 
Minnesota a preparation for cattle and 
selling it in other states. The United 
States circuit court for Indiana de- 
clined to enjoin the chemist. 

One of the points urged against the 
law was that it constituted.a regula- 
tion of interstate commerce already 
regulated by the federal pure food and 
drug act of 1906. It was urged that if

Truth is, this display of holiday barbarism is growing and each 
succeeding Christmas builds higher the record of casualties. There 
is a way effectually to put a stop _to it, and responsibility for its 
cessation rests with the authorities who administer the*law. 

It is to Atlanta’s sha..i.e that Christmas day presents a casualty 
list that would exceed that of the average battle of the Spanish- 
American war. That share must rest primarily upon the authorities, 
unless they put to effective use the power given them to suppress 
these wild, barbarous and criminal tendencies which, with each 
succeeding Yuletide, fill hospitals and graves.

There is plenty of law to put him out of business whether he 
carries his gun hidden in hip-pocket or in the open.

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‘ A GOOD COMMERCIAL BAROMETER. 


Signs of commercial and trade progress are eagerly sought 
upon the threshold of the new year. 

There could be no better than the splendid outlook in the steel 
trade. One company reports 350 steel cars .of various sorts, 500 
center sills and 1,500 tons of reinforcing steel plates and beams 
as a single day's order last week. Another reports exceptionally 
large orders for structural steel for buildings, out of season, while 
pending contracts for steel rails aggregate 500,000 tons with pros- 
pective orders for 750,000 tons to be released next month. 

Railroad and municipal prosperity find their foundation at 
last in the prosperity of the soil; and the only meaning can be 
that bigger and better things are looked for in 1912 than have yet 
been produced. 

Southern enterprises are feeling and sharing in this prospective* 
growth. The Atlanta Steel Company has just planned to double 
its investment and its capacity, and others will follow its example; 
there is a steadily increasing demand for their products. The steel 
trade is, essentially, barometric of commercial conditions, and the 
conclusion .is inevitable that 1912 has something good in‘store for 
the country. ‘ 
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AN ERA OF PEACE FOR MEXICO. 


With the self-admitted defeat and capture of General Bernardo 
Reyes, Mexico should enter now upon an era of peace-making 
prosperity. a 

Following the re-establishment of the republic, after the revolu- 
tion against the Diaz regime, Reyes and his followers constituted 
the only disturbing element of moment with which the government 
had to deal. Now that his leadership is removed, the remaining 
Mexican rebels can do no more than form sporadic bands of 
marauders which a little of the proper sort of policing can effec- 
tually remove. 

It is Mexico’s duty to build her policing force to the effective 
point, insuring peace and the development of her abundant natural 
resources. 

This done and the government established upon a firm basis, 
guaranteeing equal rights and equal protection to all its citizenship, 
there is no reason why Mexico should not enter upon a period of 
unprecedented prosperity. 

The country abounds in natural wealth; its one curse has been 
hot Latin blood provoked by illiberality of ‘government. The new 
regime can, if it will, alleviate this curse by providing liberal and 
conservative rule, with firm and effective, but humane, methods 
of repression af bloodthirsty tendencies. 

In this lies Mexico’s hope—her one opportunity to get up 
and move and grow and take her proper place among the progressive 
nations of the world. 
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AN OBJECT LESSON TO THE SOUTH. 


Not content with what the railroads traversing their states 
are doing to build them up, seven western governors recently 
made a tour of the east for the purpose of presenting their advantages 
and attracting desirable immigration to their borders. 

In other words, these states were getting what they saw to be 
a “good thing,’ wanted more of it, and, in the person of their 
chief executives, went after it. 

They recognized that effort is the only thing that counts in 
attainment, and they are supplementing the big work the western 
transportation companies are doing by a little of the personal sort. 
The tour of the western governors should be an object lesson to 
the south. 

The Constitution has pleaded, expostulated, demanded, done 
everything within its power to incite southern transportation com- 
panies, whose own intimate interests are concerned, to a sense 
of their duty in fostering the development of the sections which 
support them. Though some few have been aroused and are now 
doing yeoman service, the process has been a slow one and the 
western roads are still far in the lead in the matter of inducing 
and carrying productive immigrants to their own fields. 

Although progressive trade bodies are enlisted in the cause: 
although some. southern states are exhibiting in a limited way their 
resources and advantages in western expositions; although it has 
been proven by actual operation that a northern man who has 
never seen a cotton field can come to Georgia and make a bale 
to the acre the first year; this work of constructive development 
in the south is still in its infancy. 

It seems, at last, to rest with the southern people themselves 
to get busy and do a work which the transportation companies 
they support should do for them. | | 

Perhaps, too, a little energetic work on the part of the southern 
people through their trade and commercial bodies would bring about 
an awakening on the part of the railroads that would soon produce

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OF THE TECH 


PROVES A SUCCESSFUL ONE 


The first .session of the school year 
1911-12 ended. at Georgia School of 
Technology Friday, and, according to 
the officials of the college, it was one 
of the most successful in the history 
of the, school. Saturday morning wit- 
nessed the dtparture of most of the: 
non-resident students to their homes 
in various states, and by Sunday after-. 
noon the campus at Tech presented a 
forlorn appearance, even the negro 


city to enter Tech. This year most of 
the states in the union are represented 
at the school, while seven foreign 
countries have natives enrolled at the 
Georgia school. Even from as far 
west as California, Tech is drawing 
students, and the school will soon be 
to the south what Boston Tech is to 
the north and east. 

New departments will probably be 
added in 1912, and old ones strength- 
ened and the courses made more se- 


caretaker deserting the scene, while 
the watchman watched empty and de- 
serted buildings. 

Tech will convene its second session 
on January 2, and by June it is ex- 
pected all records for attendance will 
have been broken. In spite of the fact 
that the second term is usually much 
harder. than the first, the school aug- 
ments, instead of decreasing, its en- 
rollment during the spring months, 
and thfs in spite of the fact that the 
curriculum is one of the hardest in 
the south. ° 

Largest Enroliment. 

This year marked the largest enroll- 
ment of students ever Known at the 
school, and even before the firgt’ day 
of the 1911 session was ended the ac- 
commodations were stretched to the 
uttermost, and Dr. K. G. Matheson, in 
a speech delivered in the chapel, stated 
that unless more room was provided 
freshmen students would perforce be 
turned away. 

During the first seasion 676 marked 
the total enrollment, this being greater 
than that of June, 1911. Many of those 
enrolled during the first session will 
not return, but present indications are 
that many new students will arrive, 
and it is said that by June the number 
will be more than 700. 

Tech is proving a great drawing 
ecard for Atlanta, and is doing much to 
advertise the city all over the world 
At’ present its graduates are in coun- 
tries all over the globe, and in many 
cases, through the recommendations 
and advice of these graduates, young 
men of other lands are coming to this 


vere. At present the textile course is 
one of the best offered by any. school 
in America, and it is hoped that with 
the aid of the state the school 
strengthen its other departments jn a 
like manner. 


New Hospital Almost Ready. 

New buildings have been undergoing 
construction on the campus sigce early 
summer,*and now the Joséph Brown 
Whitehead hospital and the new shop 
building are almost ready for occu- 
pancy. The new $16,000 Young Men’s 
Christian Association ,is almost fin- 
ished, and adds much to the appear- 
ance of the circle of ‘buildings at the 
school. It is one of the best in the 
south, and fills a long-felt want at 
Tech. 

The mechanical and architectural de- 
partments expect to move into the new 
shop buiJding by January 1, so that 
when the students return everything 
will be in readiness for them to take 
up their work in the new quarters. 
The shop building is extremely modern 
though it is tut one of three such 
buildings which will be constructed in 
the next few years at Tech. Designated 
by Professor Smith, of the architec- 
tural departnient, it is a composite 
model of the best features of technical 
gchool shop buildings in the north. 

In every way the session just ended 
has been most satisfactory to the au- 
thorities at Tech, and Dr. Matheson 
expressed himself as well pleased at 
the work done, though he hopes to 
bring eveh better results duirng th 
next session. 
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GREEKS OF ATLANTA MOST 


PROSPEROUS IN COUNTRY 


That of the 360,000 Greeks in the 
United States those in the south are 
the most pfosperous and those in At- 
lanta more presperous possibly then 
in any other southern ciry is the state- 
ment of Seraphi C. Canoutas, the Gre- 
clan vice consul at Nashville, Tenn. 

Mr. Cahoutas, who was in the city 
yesterday, had many interesting things 
to say about the Greeks in America. 
He states that there are upwards of 
400,000 of them in the United States 
at this time, that the vast majority 
of these have. come over within tne 
past ten years, and are now coming 
in greater number than ever before. 
There are in the Turkish empire up- 
wards of 7,000,000 Greeks says Mr. 
Canoutas, and unsatisfactory and oft- 
entimes dangerous conditions in Tur- 
key are causing thousands of these to 
come to America annually. 

Greeks Are Prospering. 

Too, sayse Mr. Canoutas, Greeks in 
this country are prospering more 
largely than they do in their native 
land and reports to this effect induce 
hundreds and thousands of them to 
come over annually. 

As is the case in Atlanta, Greeks 
generally throughout the country, ac- 
cording to Mr. Canowvtas, have up to 


fruit stands. In the last two or three 
years, however, they have begun to 
branch out, and are now to be found 
operating. motion picture shows,. bar- 
ber shops, cigar stores and occasion- 
ally cigarette and cigar manufactur- 
ing establishments. 
Few Are Farming. 

Comparatively few of ‘them have 
taken up farming in America, he says 
notwithstanding the fact that many of 
them followed pastoral pursuits in 
their native land. He ealled atten 
tion to the fact, however, that those 
who have taken to farming have, al- 
most without exception “made good.” 
This is especially true when they have 
confined their efforts te truck rais- 
ing. 

Mr. Canoutas is extremely enthusi- 
astic over the future of the Greek- 
Americans. Thousands of them are 
becoming naturaiized he says, are com- 
ing to look upon the United States as 
their home, and are proving them- 
selves to be most excellent citizens. 
And, in Mr. Canowtas’ opinion, the 
Greek-Americans will, at no distant 
date, come to be a prdminent factor 
in ‘the progress and development of 
the country.

Shanghai, China, December 26.—As 
no reply has yet been received by 
Tang Shao Yi to his dispatch to Pre- 
mier Yuan Shi Kai pointing out that 
the acceptance of the idea of a repub- 
lic is the only means of securing a 
peaceful solution of China’s troubles, 
the revolutionaries are demanding vig- 
orously the immediate election of «a 
president’ of the republic and asking 
that the goverament of Cihna shall be 
proceeded with without any further 
notice being taken of Pekin. 

The conference yesterday between 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen, the proposed presi- 
dent, and Wu Ting Fang, the chief of 
the revolutionary delegates at the 
peace conference, resulted in complete 
agreement between the two leaders, and 
the revolutionaries now are showing 
a more united front than ever. Nan- 
king is regarded by them as the most 
suitable place for the mew republic's 
capital 

Rebel Troops Excited. 

Among the revolutionary troops con- 
centrated near Pukow to the number 
of nearly 15,000, there is great agita- 
tion about the breach of the armistice 
by the imperial troeps. The revolu- 
tlonaries profess themselves ready to 
advance against the imperial army.re- 
ported to be marching from the north 
under the command of Chang Hsun. 

Premier Yuan Shi Kai’s decision to 
submit the proposal for the meeting of 
a special national assembly to decide 
upon the future form of governmert 
in China to the consideration of the 
Manchus, ‘on becoming known here, 
caused considerable satisfactien. 

According to the revolutionary lead- 
ers, now in Shanghai, Premier Ynan 
Shi Kai’s consent is tantamount to the 
a@mission that he himself favors @ re- 
public. 

It is understood that Tang Shao Yi, 
who is répresenting Premier Yuan Shi 
Kai here, had already informed the 
revolutionary leaders at the peace con- 
ference that Yuan Shi Kai personally 
was in favor of a republic. Tang Shao 
Yi now admits that Yuan Shi Kai is 
in full agreement with the revolutionary 
plan and is only seeking to secure as- 
Surances regarding the future treat- 
ment of the imperial clan and the Man- 
chu people, and also to avoid an out- 
break in Pekin when the final an- 
nouncement is made, 

To Be Left te People. 

When Tang Shao Yi had fully real- 
ized the true situation in the south he 
telegraphed to Premier Yuan Shi Kai 
suggesting that an edict should be is- 
sued, leaving the decision as to the 
form of government to the people of 
China through a national convention. 

The leaders of both parties here say 
that the convention will be a purely 
formal affair. There can, in their opin- 
ion, be no question regarding the re- 
ee of such a convention, which, they 
ass®rt, can be called together within 
thirty days. 

The present situation, it is said by 
the revolutionary leaders, was fully 
anticipated. Wvery detail of the plan 
is already complete for the organiza- 
tion of a provisional government and 
the eventual establishment of a stable 
administration, 

Yuan Puts It Up to Manchus. 

Pekin, December 26.—Premier Yuan 
Shi Kai has submitted to the more 
prominent Manchus here the proposal 
emanating from Shanghai for the meet- 
ing of a special national assembly te 
decide on the future form of govern- 
ment which shall be adopted for China, 
This step by the premier pfactically 
méans that he asKs the court to de- 
cide its own fate, because the members 
of such a national assembly would @e- 
cide in favor of a republic. 

If the Manchus would agree to adopt 
the suggestion their decision to do so 
will be promulgated as an edict, which 
in all probability will be made public 
in the course of the day. 


DOUBLE MURDER DUE 
»>TO OLD FAMILY FEUD 


Asheville, N. C., December 26.—aA be- 
lated courier from the interior of Swain 
county today brought the information 
that George Brendle and his son, Man 
Brendle, were killed on the afternoon 
of Christmas day by Jesse Upton, the 
son-in-law of the older man and a 
wealthy farmer of that county. The 
latter succeeded in making his escape, 
although the officers of the surround- 
ing counties have been notified to 
watch for him. 

The alleged killing, it is said, grew 
out of a family feud, bad blood having 
existed between the two families for 
a number of years. The dead men had 
been notified, it is reported, to keep 
away from the premises of the man 
who is charged with the double mur- 
der, however, on Christmas day, Bren- 
dle and his son called at the home of 
their relative and were met by Upton- 
who carried a rifle, with which he is 
alleged to have slain both men.

CHRISTMAS CHEER GIVEN 
TO FEDERAL’ PRISONERS 


President Taft Grants Pardon 
to Howell Cobb at the At- 
‘ lanta Institution. — 


Washington, December 26.—-Presi- 
dent Taft has dispensed Christmas 
cheer to four federal prisoners 
through commutation of sentence. 
The pathetic appeal of a prisoner's 
80-year-old mother for the son she 
had not seen for twenty-five years 
caused the president to commute to 
expire. at’ once the sentence of Wil- 
liam J. Key, who pleaded guilty in 
1906 at St. Joseph, Mo., to counter- 
felting. His eight-year term ‘would 
have expired April 21 next. 

The president also commuted to ex- 
pire at once the Hfe sentence of 
Howell Cobb, an Indian, who pleaded 
guilty to murder at Sapulpa, Indian 
Territory, in 1898, and Charles Hop- 
kins, a negro convicted ef murder in 
the District of Columbia in 1894. 

The sentence of Fayette F. Arm- 
strong, convicted at Fort Smith, Ark., 
of violating the retail liquor license 
law, scheduled to expire May 20, was 
shortened by a month ang a half. 

Howell Cobb took a man’s life 
while he was under the influence of 
cocaine and in 1898 sentence was 
passed upon him. The judge, the 
prosecuting officers and all having 
to do with the trid didnot think 
Cobb responsible for his conduct and 
when President Roosevelt was asked 
to release the cenvict they so advised 
the then chief. executive. Recently 
Cc. RP. Gore, well-known Atlanta at- 
torney, became interesteq in Cobb. 
and after making a personal visit to 
President Taft succeeded in securing 
a pardon for the life-time convict.

Swears Boy Is Crazy. 


Seattle, Wash., December 26.—When 
Malcom G. Patterson, son of former

Investigating Two Mysterious 
Murders and Nine Other 
Recent Deaths. 
Birmingham, Ala., December 26.— 
Coroner Brasher has his hands full 
investigating two mysterious mur- 
ders and nine Other deaths which 
were reported to him since Saturday 

morning last. 

The mysterious murders were those 
of T. H. Molton, Jr., who died from a 
bullet wound in his head received as 
he was coming out of the Jefferson 
theater Monday afternoon late with 
his aupt, the bulet having been shot 
from a pistol or rifle in some other 
part of the city, and the killing of 
Harry E. Robinson, of Chicago, who 
was struck by a Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad train Sunday at Park- 
wood after he had been shot in the 
forehead and stabbed tn the side. 

The deaths being examined into are 
the killing of John T. Sweeney 
Saturday at Lovick by his stepson, 
Fielq Leo; the killing of James Tun- 
nell, white, by being run over by an 
Illinois Central train; the sudden 
death from heart failure of Thomas 
Dubois at Littleton; the killing of J. 
Calvin Jones, a negro, by C. G. Dash, 
white, in the city while the theater 
crowds were on the streets last 
night; the killing of a negro at 
Mulga, and another at Ensley by 
other negroes Sunday, and thé killing 
of Lovie Patton, a negro, by unknown 
parties on the south side Monday.
